We cannot, of course, expect to be 
entirely free of the disease’ for some time ; in 
fact, not until many of the insanitary and 
filthy dwellings in the crowded quarters of 
the City have been demolished and recon- 
stiucled on approved sanitary principles. 
With this.cnd in. view the Government is 
voting an annual sum of money for the re- 
sumption of these insanilary areas beside 
taking other important préventive measures.
